Postmaster General Cresswell lins been 
rallier sharply criticised for his appearance 
on the floor of Ute House aud his participation 
in Hie delate on the postal bill in every pos­ 
sible way except by speaking, Mr. Tyner be­ 
ing bis mouthpiece. 
One of the strongest ob­ 
jections urged was that be was trying to in­ 
fluence legislation, which certainly is not a 
fault of very great enormity. 
If Mr. Cress- 
well be responsible for Hie conduct of postal 
affairs and is to lie blamed or praised as they 
aru successfully or badly administered, lie 
should influence legislation.

Instead of being condemned; Mr. Cressweil 
should have w arm praise for taking the first 
step toward inaugurating the custom of bring­ 
ing Cabinet officers upon the Hoar of the 
House.

Sinclair was nevertheless possessed of a good 
mind, which seemed naturally to tend toward 
business pursuits. 
For reasons which it is not 
necessary to mention here he became of the 
crowd of young men who seek their fortune* 
in Wall street. 
Here, as he once told us, 
had the luck of the rest, he made motley ami 
lost money alternately as tho tickle goddess 
smiled or frowned. 
At the interview just 
spoken of, Sinclair in a low trembling tone of 
voice, asked our advice as to what lie should 
do iu regard to the rum-babit, or rather wine 
habit, which lie had contracted iii Wall street 
and which had iu the course of three years 
become his muster.

These wheels may be run iu any city or village 
where they have water-works, the water being 
takcu from the mains Hie same as for house 
purposes, and they can be furnished for one- 
half the price of caloric or other engines for 
doing tile same work.— Ellenville Journal.

The arrest of the Pittsburgh female praying- 
bands under charge of obstructing the side­ 
walks was probably more from a pretence 
than from the actual impediment their pres­ 
ence and operations offered to business, but 
after all there is a lesson in it deeper than 
either of the parties seem to realize. 
Rum 
cannot be finally conquered in that way; we 
bave said so over and over, and facts are 
daily demonstrating what ought to need no 
demonstration. The Pittsburgh mayor’s ten­ 
derness for the law is of no consequence, be­ 
cause nobody cares much for law as such, 
but as an illustration of the growing popular 
repugnance to crusading it is worth uolice. 
Our admiration for the genus reporter 
broadens and intensifies as more and more en­ 
terprising performances are heard of. 
When 
the Tribune reporter worked himself into the 
Bloomingdalc Insane Asylum secrets every­ 
body applauded his cleverness, but we said 
little about it, for there might not be anything 
extraordinary in a New York reporter being 
taken for a lunatic. But now a Washington 
reporter for a New York paper is actually rep­ 
resented as having succeeded in gaining ac­ 
cess to Nellie Grant’s wedding, from which all 
reporters in propria personae were rigidly ex­ 
cluded, by blacking his face and passing off 
for a colored waiter! 
Newspaper men have 
often been charged with making black appear 
white, but who ever heard of such a decided 
case of turning white to black? Well, the 
civil rights bill ¡3 passed and color dou’t make 
much difference now. 


A Sensible Innovation. 
Postmaster General •Cresswell has been 
rather sharply criticised for his appearance 
on the tloor of the House and his participation 
in the delate on the postal bill in every pos­ 
sible way except by speaking, Mr. Tyner be­ 
ing his mouthpiece. One of the strongest ob 
jectious urged was that he was trying to in 
fluence legislation, which certainly is not a 
fault of very great enormity. If Mr. Cress- 
well be responsible for the conduct of postal 
aflairs and is to be blamed or praised as they 
aro successfully or badly administered, he 
should influeuee legislation. To make an offi­ 
cial responsible for matters he cannot control 
or influence is to pul him in a place no honor 
able man would wish to til!. 
But if ije are not inclined to go quite a* far a3 
that, what possible objection can there be in 
the Poslmastor General, or, indeed, any 
member of the Cabinet, appearing on the 
floor of the House and explaining the matters 
of his department as they were under consid­ 
eration ? In this debate, as in most others, 
many Congressmen managed to exhibit con 
siderable ignorance. It is to be presumed the 
House wished the fullest information on the 
subject, and from what source could they get 
it so accurately and promptly as from the man 
who had all the facts under his hand, and 
could answer most questions without even re­ 
ferring to a book or report ? 
Instead of being condemned-, Mr. Cresswell 
should have warm praise for taking the first 
step toward inaugurating (he custom of bring 
ing Cabinet officers upon the Hoar of the 
House. Let the executive officials be brought 
face to face with the representatives of the 
people, that the eflect of all proposed public 
measures may be fully appreciated before Hiey 
are adopted, and responsibility be exactly and 
justly fixed. It is rather strange that the 
American people, with whom the political 
“ stump’’ is so popular, should be so slow 
to adopt a custom which has been found so 
useful in England. We may credit to the ab­ 
sence of this feature in our political system 
the fact that while England always has one 
set of her ablest men in her executive de 
partments, the United States usually has 
fourth-class politicians in her?. 


’1'lic Story of One Life. 
Very sail and comprehensive are the an­ 
nouncements made in obituary notices albeit 
they are usually so short. A New York daily 
of last week had under the ordinary heading 
of “ Died," a notice of the decease of a man 
whom we knew well in years gone by. We 
will call his name Sinclair,for his real one may 
not be published in an article like this, lie 
was a native of the metropolis and inherited 
the luxury of wealth and what it can always 
supply. Not of remarkable mental ability, 
Sinclair was nevertheless possessed of a good 
mind, which seemed naturally to tend toward 
business pursuits. For reasons which it is not 
necessary to mention here he became of the 
crowd of young men who seek their fortunes 
in Wall street. Here, as he once told us, he 
had the luck of the rest, he made money and 
lost money alternately as the fickle goddess 
smiled or frowned. At the interview just 
spoken of, Sinclair in a low trembling tone of 
voice, asked our advice as to what he should 
do in regard to the rum-habit, or rather wlue- 
habit, which he had contracted in Wall street, 
and which had iu the course of three years 
become his master. He said a mau could 
hardly touch stocks in these days as a begin­ 
ner without being almost sure to fall into the 
habit. “ When I make anything big,” said he, 
“ I am expected to give a little supper at Del- 
monico’s to the men of whom I make it; and 
when I lose they give me a supper.” There is 
alway3 wine, of course, and the end of it com- 
mouly is that half a dozen of us will get “ un­ 
der the table.” In this vein our friend, dressed 
at the lime in the richest style of the fast 
young men of a fast city, went on to relate his 
experiences and his fears. “ I have a wife aNd 
child, you see,” he said, “ and don’t want to 
bring disgrace and trouble upon them; 
what shall I do ?” We told him he must find 
a way for himself, for no one could know bet­ 
ter than he, his business, his condition and 
his duty, lie went away,and so did 0110 year 
more of time. The autumn of the first Presi­ 
dential canvass for Grant covered the earth 
with its golden splendor and filled the hearts 
of the politicians with the fires of excitement 
and passion. Wo happened to be [in New 
York late in November. The day was dark 
and dreary enough; the winds were out for a 
frolic and drove the dead leaves before them 
like the torn fragments of a defeated army. 
The streets were dissected of all except those 
whom business or necessity obliged to face 
the tempest. At a fine brown-stone house on 
a fashionable avenue, we called that day, Sin­ 
clair’s home. The servant summoned Sin­ 
clair's mother, of whom we asked for “Jim.” 
She said ho was not at home, and neither did 
any of the family know his exact whereabouts. 
He had ijpt been homo for several days, and 
one of his younger brothers heard that “Jim” 
was in Bellevue Hospital. The woman’s pale 
face and anxious manner betrayed much 
more than her words expressed concerning 
her son. 
We said, “Do you object to 
our going to the hospital and asking 
if Jim is there?” 
“No; I should feel 
so much relieved if you would; neither his 
father nor brothers will go if Jim die3 there; 
they drink, too,” sho said, “ but poor Jim is 
the only one whose weakness has ever been 
made public, and they are too proud to try 
to help him.” Withont commenting on so un­ 
pleasant a fact, wo wont to the house of ex­ 
perimental medical’’tóíence, which is at once 
the home of disease and death. It was after 
visitors’ hours, but Warden Brennan admitted 
us and an attendant conducted us to an un­ 
derground cell, whitewashed and bare, where, 
upon a dirty bed, lay the splendid young 
broker, Jim Sinclair, half-conscious and, as 
Tennyson makes the yeoman say in Lady 
Clara Vere de Vere— 
" There was that across lila throat 
Which you had hardly cared to see.” 
Jim roused himself, recognized us and ex­ 
plained that he had been “ out with the boys ” 
daring the political canvass, gone to meetings 


a’most every night for weeks, canvassed for 
the party candl.latts,imbibed freely until elec­ 
tion After that he round himself so complete­ 
ly stimulate 1 and so fuddled that lie could not 
make up his mind to go back to his office. 
So, having plenty of money, he went on an­ 
other long spree; until, as Jim himself put it, 
he “ got into a fight with two men, and in the 
fight one of them cut m y throat with a 
sword .” The hospital attache quietly smiled 
at this, but said nothing. He knew wbat 
strange delusions men will have under the 
stron0-, sharp spur of delirium tremens. Jim 
o-ot out at last, pale, feeble and, as be said, 
° reformed.” Years, not many, rolled away, 
and now a Tew, seeing the two-line obituary in 
a corner of a great journal, will know how 
much of the tragic was contained in the life 
that went out last week under the shadow of 
the Rocky Mountains. “ Thirty-three 1 ” not 
old to have sinned and sufiered so much.— 
Poor Jim ! may the other life have something 
good in store for one who made so thorough 
a wreck of this. 


John Paul has been to the scene of the 
Massachusetts disaster, and for once has found 
somethiug that didn’t inspire him tobe fuDuy. 
On the other hand he grows as serious as 
it is possible for a bumorist to become, 
and in commenting on the disaster says a vig­ 
orous search fails to discover among the dead 
any of those who ought lo be among 
them; by which allusion we understand 
him to mean the parties responsible for 
the calamity. 
In this John Paul only 
gives forcible utterance to a thought 
that must often arise in men’s minds after a 
great accident caused by carelessness; for it 
is quite generally the case that the men 
through whose carelessness a disaster occurs 
escape from it in safety. The Doc Simmonses, 
who stick to their posts till death iu horrible 
form finds them at their po3t of duty, are 
scarce, while the men who leap for their lives 
at the first sigu of danger are numerous. .It 
is natural to love life and to seek to preserve 
it; but how we should glorify the heroes who 
nobly give theirs up to save that of others— 
and how few our heroes are!

—A Paris correspondent of the Loudon 
Times writes that some rather curious infor­ 
mation has reached him from a very confiden­ 
tial source with respect to a conversation be­ 
tween the King of Italy and Prince Bismarck, 
on the occasion of Victor Emmanuel’s visit to 
Berlin last year. Bismarck declared to the 
King that he made two mistakes at the be­ 
ginning of the late war with France, in under­ 
estimating the financial resources of France 
and overestimating her military strength. He 
thought tliat the people would rise generally 
to repress an invasion. He regrets now that 
he did not overrun ail her territory and then 
make the indemnity large enough—say ten 
milliards—lo have crippled her for years. As 
it is he see3 a new danger iu her present pros­ 
perity. 
—The climate of the. United States has 
achieved a scientific triumph through the ex­ 
periments of Dr. Brown-Sequard. It appears 
that the doctor was performing an operation 
on a rabbit, which is always fatal in Europe, 
lie described the eflect of the operation to the 
class before which he was lecturing, aud told 
them when death might be expected. What 
was his surprise to see the rabbit, instead of 
dying, continue to nibble at some leaves with 
great satisfaction. He declares that subse­ 
quent experiments with animals, and observa­ 
tions of men, have convinced him that both 
animals aud men can endure more here than 
in the old world, and that patients here 
survive operations that would be uniformly 
fatal there.

FRANCE. 
Tlilcrt Favor* die D issolution of dtc 
Assem bly. 
P aris, May 23 .—Ex-President Thiers to-day 
received a deputation from the Department of 
Gironde and in reply to their address said the 
monarchy, which he was overthrown for not 
establishing, was impossible—a conservative 
republic alone could reorganize aud pacify 
France. He hoped that after its recent ex­ 
perience the Assembly would admit the ne­ 
cessity of makiug the country sovereign ar­ 
biter. If it persisted in setting while power­ 
less to attain any definite result it would ex­ 
ceed the bonds of reason. Unable to form a 
government the majority had lost the means 
aud right to govern, he therefore expected the 
dissolution, which would rehabilitate the 
Assembly iu the cye3 of the nation. 
The 
electors would be less wise aud moderate the 
longer dissolution was delayed. 
A R epublican Victory. 
An election to fill vaeautseatin the Assembly 
took place in the Departmental Nievre to-day. 
The republican candidate was chosen by a 
decisive majority.

Rome, May 24.—The Pope is sullering from 
fever, the result of a cold. Receptions at the 
Vatican have conseqently been suspended.

C ity of M exico, May 13k via H avana, May 
24.—Senor Caslella, Alcalde of Jacobo, in 
the state of Sinoloa, has officially reported to 
the Prefect of his district that on April 4th he 
arrested, tried and burned alive Jose Maria 
Bonila aud bis wife Dien for sorcery, it hav­ 
ing been proved that they had bewitched one 
Silvester Zacarías. The day before the exe­ 
cution citizen Porras, as a final test, made 
Zacarías take three swallows of blessed wa­ 
ter, whereupon the latter vomited fragments 
of a blanket and bunches of hair. 
The AL 
calde states that the people were exasperated 
against the sorcerers and demanded that they 
be burned.

THE GERAIANS. 
Con volitions of tlic Total Abstinence 
and Turner Societies. 
R ochester, May 21.—The convention of 
the German Catholic Tolal Abstinence socie­ 
ties met here to-day and were welcomed by 
Mayor Clarkson, who tendered the hospitali­ 
ties of the city. About 200 delegates were 
present from all parts of the United States. 
More visiting brethren arrived in the evening 
trains, aud about 1,000 arc expected iu the 
morning from Syracuse and Utica and eleven 
societies from Buffalo. ¿All will participate in 
a grand procession to-morrow morning.— 
There is also a large number of Germans in 
town attending the convention of the Turners 
of the northern states, which began to-day 
and will continue four days. A grand con­ 
cert, ball aud other festivities are embraced 
in the programme. 


THE SUIT AGAINST T H E CHICAGO 
AND ALTON II. II. 
Verdict of 811,000 for T he 1'cople. 
Spr in g fie l d , 111., May 24.—The case of The 
People vs. The Chicago & Alton Railroad 
Company was called yesterday in the Sanga­ 
mon county Circuit Court, and the counsel for 
the people announced their readiness to pro­ 
ceed with the trial. The defendants’ counsel 
proposed an arrangemeut to the plaintifis’ 
counsel to allow the people to take judgment 
by default, provided defendants were allowed 
to have a record in the case upon which to ap­ 
peal to the Supreme Court. This proposition 
was declined, and the case went to trial. De­ 
fendants’counsel then filed their objections to 
further proceedings in the case aud to the ad­ 
mission in evidence of the schedules of rates 
prepared by the Railroad Commissioners of 
Illinois, to all other evidence and to several 
instructions of the court, not waiving thereby 
any right to the claim that the case had beeu 
removed from the jurisdiction of this court. 
The jury returned a verdict for plaintiffs for 
$3,000. It is not known what the next step 
of the defence will be. The plaintifis’ couasel 
will at the proper time, move for anjexecution 
against the property of the company. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 
Report of the R elief Committee for the 
M ill Iliver Sufferers. 
S pr in g f ie l d, May 24.—The Committee of 
Relief for the sufferers by the Mill River dis­ 
aster reports the number needing assistance 
in the various villages'as follows: Williams­ 
burg—39 families, 195 persons; loss in houses, 
household furniture and other property esti­ 
mated at $42,125. Skinnersville—28 families, 
122 persons; loss $48,200. Ilaydenvillc—41 
families, 173 persons; los3 $113,625. Leeds 
—38 families, 250 persons; loss $43,105. 
Total, 146 families of 740 persons; loss $247,- 
115. The Relief Committee have thus far done 
little beyond supplying the immediate wants; 
they hope to be able to set these destitute 
families up in housekeeping again, in a primi­ 
tive fashion, at least. They bave thus far ac­ 
tually received in cost, aside from liberal sub­ 
scriptions of food and clothing, $38,948. As 
to the whole amount subscribed in various 
quarters, tbe committee lias no further infor­ 
mation thau that furnished by the Springfield 
Republican, which has collected the sums re­ 
ported in different places and makes the total 
about $75,000.

It cannot quite be driven by a heavy 
dew, but pretty nearly, for it3 economy of 
water is wonderful, and there is about four 
times the iiower we need. The little giant is 
constructed of brass, with buckets five-eighths 
of an inch in depth, balanced in the most 
perfect manner, and is enclosed,together with 
the guide case in which it rutis, iu a cast irou 
box or penstock, 12 inches in diameter and 3 
inches deep, covered with brass, all of which 
is of immense strength. The steel shaft run­ 
ning up from tho wheel to the first driving 
pulley is highly polished aud perfectly finished 
—7-16 of an inch in diameter. The first driv­ 
ing pulley is of copper, 3 inches in diameter, 
placed ou the above-mentioned shaft, 5J in­ 
ches above the wheel, driving on a pulley 9 
inches in diameter, and from that pulley to 
another 3-inch copper one, and thence to 
another 9 inches in diameter, (above pulleys 
all two-inch face) thence to another 5 inches 
in diameter, which is on a vertical shaft, at 
tbe top of which is placed a pulley 7 inches 
in diameter from which runs a quarter-turned 
belt to the main shafting. 
All the above described gearing became nec­ 
essary to tone down the little monster; the 
first pulley making 691,200 revolutions an 
hour, and so that we might obtain about 1,000 
impressions per hour, at which rate but two 
hours is consumed in running oil' our weekly 
issue of the Journal, whereas it was formerly 
about four hours’ work. 
To return: The quarter-turned belt runs to 
a horizontal shaft directly over the presses. 
The bearings are all anti-friction metal, which 
renders them secure from generating heat, 
and indeed there is not a particle of heat ap­ 
parent in any part of the machinery. 
The presses to be run by this power are a 
Campbell Cylinder aud a Quarter-Medium 
Gordon, both of.which run smoothly, the Cyl 
iiuler press performing about double, and the 
Gordon treble the amount of work that could 
be obtained by hand power, and the volume 
of water required is about equivalent to what 
could pass through a half-inch pipe. 
The water is taken from the reservoir one 
mile distaut from the office, and runs in pipes 
eight inches in diameter through the village. 
It is introduced into the building through a 
wrought iron pipe which connects with the 
penstock,and is controlled by a Ludlow valve, 
which is the very best in U3e. 
The wheel, 
penstock and machinery are placed on an irou 
frame, which supports all the pulleys and 
shafting. It Is 1 foot 3 inches in width and 
2 feet 6 inches in length, and is supported by 
two rows of columns. The height of the frame 
is 2 feet 4 inches,and a3 may be seen the whole 
occupies the same space as an ordinary wash- 
stand. The first, second and third driving 
belts are 2 inches in width; the fourth and 
fifth, are two-and-a-lialf inches. 
The first pulley makes 11,500 revolutions 
per minute—691,200 per hour. The first belt 
travels 518,500 feet or 98 miles 960 feet per 
hour. 
The Champion Turbine Wheel, as invented 
and patented by Mr. Reynolds, is manufactur­ 
ed by Messrs. Young & Reynolds, of this 
village, of all sizes, from the 
inch one that 
we have described to those measuring 72 in­ 
ches in diameter, and are in use for running 
saw-mills, grist-mills, and every kind of ma­ 
chinery. We have no doubt that by their use 
thousands of water powers may be made val­ 
uable on small streams as well as large which 
are now considered useless, a3 they perform 
equally well under high and low heads. They 
may be used with much advantage for light 
machinery, such as running printing presses, 
sewing machines, spice mills, dentistry, or in 
any place where light machinery is needed. 
These wheels may be run iu any city or village 
where they have water-worlcs, the water being 
taken from the mains the same as for house 
purposes, and they can be furnished for one- 
half the price of caloric or other engines for 
doing the same work. —Ellenville Journal.

The complaint not being put 
in we are unable to state the amount of darn 
ages claimed, but presume they arc heavy.— 
The ground of complaint against Major O’ 
Reilly is that he is claimed lo be Hie author of 
certain articles appearing in Tile Freeman 
over the signature of " Community,” in which 
the Opera House was assailed with considera- 
hie vigor and much pointedness. 
The Major 
takes the m atter calmly, and expresses him 
self quite ready for the fray. Appleton claims 
that O'Reilly is actuated by spite, while O'­

has diminished the value of lilt property and 
that of all the residents on the street by de

Reilly justifies his action in the m atter by 
claiming that the establishment and continu­ 
ance of the Opera House in Lackawanna street 
has diminished the value of his property and 
that of all the residents on the street by de­ 
stroying tho peace of the neighborhood. 
On Saturday also another antagonist ap­ 
peared on the scene in the person of Leon 
Washburn, who was in the place with the el­ 
der Washburn’s show. 
He commenced suit 
again3t Appleton for some drums and a gas 
bill. 
Meanwhile the suit of the city against Ap­ 
pleton drags along under successive adjourn­ 
ments, the last being obtained on the absence 
of Mr. Bonner from the city. 
Mr. Bonner 
used to be a sort of patron saint of the Opera 
House, and, it is said, under the former man­ 
agement lie used to think nothing of little 
hundred dollar presents to actresses, while his 
largess to all hands was princely. 
There ap­ 
pears to be some misapprehension abroad as 
to the character of tho suit brought by the 
city. 
Instead of being a suit for license to 
sell liquor, it is to recover the penalty of $100 
for exhibiting without license, and in resisting 
Appleton inferentially claims the right to ex­ 
hibit and also to sell lager without any license 
whatever from the city. 
Of course this all creates intense excitement 
among the high contending parties and their 
adherents, which are rapidly increasing on 
each side, until soon probably the entire pop­ 
ulation will bo ranged at the back of one or 
the other of the two combatants.

nance to amend an ordinance entitled “ An 
Ordinance to regulate by license the exhibitions of 
circuses and other shows or entertainments,” 
passed June 17th, 1872. 
P assed May 15th, 1874. 
The Common Council of the City of Kingston, do 
ordain as foliotes ; 
Section 1. The first section of the ordinance 
of the City of Kingston entitled “ An Ordinance to 
regulate by license the exhibitions of circuses and 
other shows or entertainments,” passed by the 
Common Council of said City, June IT, 1872, is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
“ Section 1. No exhibition of any circus, cara­ 
van or menagerie, theatre, curiosities, tricks of 
legerdemain, or other shows or entertainments 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be permitted in said 
city, unless the person or persons intending to 
make such exhibition shall first obtain a permit in 
writing from the Mayor for each separate exhi­ 
bition or performance; for which permit the fol­ 
lowing sums respectively shall be paid for each 
separate exhibition or performance, v iz: 
Circuses—each 
day’s 
performance, 
from ......................................................$30 to $100 00 
Caravans or Menageries—each day’s

All moneys received for such permits shall be 
paid to the City Treasurer and added to the gene­ 
ral fund, and each and every person violating this 
ordinance shall incur a penalty of one hundred 
dollars for each and every violation thereof. 
Section 2. The second section of said ordinance 
passed June 17, 1872, is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 
“ Section 2. Nothingcontatned in the first section 
of this ordinance shall prevent the Common Coun­ 
cil from making, in its discretion, contracts or 
arrangements with the propiietors or lessees of 
public halls for the payment by them of an annual 
sum to be agreed upon in lieu of the license or 
permit fees specified in said section, for any or all 
exhibitions or performances in such public halls 
respectively.”
